He had hoped to locat 
the wrackage and jump-in an ef 
fort to aid the crash victims— 
who reportedly had kept Lolos a 
bay, for a time, with available 
sidearms. 


The airliner crashed 60 miles 


south, of Sichang, in the sam£ 
general area in which the U. S 
army graves registration service 
is making its own quiet search for 
five U. S. air forces crewmen be- 
lieved captives of the Lolos for 
more than two years. 


The airliner pilot, Capt. Andrew 


Lungbotham, Pasadena, Calif., was 
the only American reported aboard 
the Chinese national aviation cor- 
poration plane.

journal of the /Vest China Border 
Research • Society today provided 
new tiata on the terrors of Lolo- 
land, Tar western Chinese region 
where five Americans are reported 
held captive by the fierce Lolos. 


The Journal, edited by Dr. David 


C- Graham, American missionary 
professor, gives a graphic account 
of a rare expedition made into 
Lololand in the summer.of 1943 
by Lin Yue-Hwa and Hu Liang- 
Chen of Yenching university. 


Lin wrote that while they were 


at Leipo "we heard gunfire and 
shouting outside the city nearly 
every evening. We were told this 
was the usual way Lolo bandits 
attacked Chinese homes. They kill 
one or two persons and capture 
the rest of the f-^iily for sple as 
slaves. 


"There were many deep woods 


m which we hardly could see the 
heavens. 


"We saw blood-sucking insects 


whose bite could cause swellings. 
In the woods monkeys and tigers 
made 
their 
homes'. 
Poisonous 


snakes and insects squirmed and 
wriggled. 


"Malaria was a unix'ersal ill- 


ness among- the Lolos. Many un- 
known contagious diseases infect 
the area. The Lolos believe in no 
medicines but perform rites to 
ward off evil spirits.' 


The two Chinese spent 88 days 


on the trip—50 of them in the 
field.

came to trade, we met a pair of 
black Lolo rulers who consented 
to act as guarantors" for them to 
penetrate Lolo villages.

Mexico and placed Florida's $100,- 
000,000 citrus crop in jeopardy. 


The weather bureau said the 


present course' of the hurricane 
will 'send it raking along the re- 
sort and crop-producing section of 
the west coast. The storm'center 
which has veered slightly in its 
direction at least twice since it 
surged to hurricane strength, very 
likely' will strike the coast some- 
where between Fort Myers and 
Tampa, but may howl inland north 
of Tampa, it was indicated. 


At 10:30 a. m. (CST), the cen- 


ter was 130 miles due west of 
Key West.

Many times we've thought Dixon ready to support a pro club. At 
other times the idea appeared completelyohopeless. 


However, last week we learned a Dixonite had been approached 


on the feasibility of entering' Dixon in a -Glass D loop. Again the 
idea hit us full "in the face. 
This was a chance, a fine chance -to 


get something started.

The details are very sketchy. In fact it seems the unnamed 


organizer wants Dixon's promise to field a-club-before releasing addi- 
tional information. 
. . . . . . . . . 


Let's have a look at the situation. 
Last summer the city sup- 


ported four semi-pro teams in the newly setup Midwest league. Rey- 
nolds field was packed for most of the games. Travelling dates also 
attracted many supporters. It's safe to say that 19-16 svas.the big- 
gest baseball year in Dixon's history. 


With the current sports boom predicted to last for several years, 


the citv shouldn't have trouble supporting a club. 
Such nearby 


communities as Aniboy. Ashton, Franklin Grove and others would 
help swell the gate receipts. 


The big problem is a lighting system for Reynolds field. 
This 


is the No. 1 necessity before a. league can even take form on paper. 
Install arcs and there'll be more than one promoter seeking Dixon's 
franchise. 


We've heard around town there's a law against charging admis- 


sion prices to Reynolds field. 
This is not so. There is absolutely 


nothing in the deed granting the property to the city to this effect. 
However, it has been an understanding among local clubs to "pass 
the hat" instead of collecting at the gate. 


Suppose the park board equips the field for night ball. Also 


suppose enough enthusiasm is generated to start the ball rolling to- 
wards fielding a team. 


The next consideration is a strong league. A league comprised 


of Dixon. Sterling. LaSalle-Peru, DeKalb. Freeport, Sycamore, Prince- 
ton and Mount Morris might be the answer. 
All are hot baseball 


towns. 
Although a few of the towns mentioned are relatively small 


in size, outlying communities such as Ohio. Walton, Lee, West 
Brooklyn, etc., could be counted on to furnish fans. 


Princeton could line up with Mendota. 
Mount Morris and Ore- 


gon would be a strong tie. 
Sycamore is a possible weak link due 


to its nearness to Chicago. And the same might be said of DeKalb. 


The loop would be a solid proposition concerning mileage. All 


of the teams would be within 60 miles' territory, a short hop by bus. 


That's this corner's impression of a circuit. As mentioned before, 


the idea is just a promoter's brain-child at the present time. 


We'd like to hear Dixon's opinion of the whole thing. Our in-
